After the November elections. President Truman said he 
was offering the new Republican majorities in C ongress 
his 
’‘unity and co-operation." 
There was considerable question at the time how far the 
co-operation would go. 
It was obvious, if he planned to help 
the Republicans carry out the platform which had elected them, 
he was going to have to give up a lot of his own program. 
Many Republicans were uneasy for fear the offer was merely 
a political trick, intended to get the President into a spot where 
he could throw "spitballs" at them. 
Others were willing to agree that he himself might be acting 
in good faith, but doubted whether the rank and file of Demo­ 
cratic officials would follow his lead, 
The time is coming for a showdown. 
Some of the recent 
steps of the President, and still more of those of his followers, 
raise question of the sincerity of the promised “co-operalion." 
One of these is the matter of rents. O PA has conceded that 
rents are too low. It made full plans for a IO per cent "across 
the boards" rent increase. Congress had before it a bill to raise 
them I 5 per cent. O PA was hurrying its plan along, expecting 
of course to claim the credit for remedying a bad situation. 
The O P A ’* plan was not secret; everyone knew about it. 
The President could hardly have been in the dark. As a matter 
of fact, the O P A spokesmen broadly hinted that they had his 
approval. 
Rut at the last minute, the President called the O P A rrduc- 
tionS off. lf rents are going to be raised, he said in effect. Con­ 
gress will have to raise them. The fact that Phil Murray, of C IO. 
made a violent protest against the rent raises may have helped 
change the President’s mind. 
As an administrative matter, the President’s course is inde­ 
fensible. Such backing and filling at the top cannot build effic­ 
iency in departments of governm ent! O PA , already dem oral­ 
ised, now is further confused. Other 
Federal executives are 
bound to lose morale. 
The last-minute calling off of the rent increases, when his 
own appointees had agreed on their necessity, does not make 
sense in the field of logic. 
It is pure politics. The President is
